estate in Shropshire. 
Mr. Orlscom wanted access to this 
rare copy of Geoffrey * writings very 
badly. Had It been in less private 
vaults, hi* wish would have been 
easily gratified. He could have had 
photostatic reproductions made of 
its p ag es and worked from them. 
But that was impossible in this in­ 
stance. 
So there being no other course. 
Oriscotn did the obvious 
He wrote 
Harlech a letter, identifying him ­ 
self, describing his proposed work 
and requesting the loan of the al­ 
most priceless object. 
It was. he realised, a rather bpld 
prowdure. and the clergyman wa* 
not tvo hopeful whee he posted the 
letter in July.

UP)—Charles Forepaugh 92, one of 
the founders of the famous Pore* 
paugh circus, died here yesterday 
at the home of his daughter. Mrs.

Fifty years ago he and his late 
brother. Adam, were among the 
best known showmen in the world 
With four other brothers and a 
sister, all of whom are now dead, 
they took the Forepaugh circus all 
over the United States and Europe.

first trainer to place his head in 
a lion’s mouth.

Adam, were in the horse trading 
business in Philadelphia. lh 1865 
they went into partnership with the 
proprietor of a traveling show of 
clown and trapeze acts They pur­ 
chased twelve cages of animals and 
these formed the nucleus of what 
became one of the finest mena­ 
geries of a half a century ago.

Charles was a familiar figure to 
thousands of boys who are now old 
men. 
He retired when P T. Barnum 
absorbed the circus and since lived 
in West Berlin.

ness and retained his vigor until 
he went to bed 111 for the first 
time in his life a few days before 
he died.
